YOU and YOUR CHILD

An angry hateful expression di- 
rected at you by a much loved 
little one should be a shock the 
first few times only, if you are 
parents of a doll-like angelic crea- 
ture who is still too young to be 
expressing himself freely in words 
or actions — be prepared. When 
someone else s child threatens 
mother with an untimely demise 
by chopping her into little pieces 
and flushing her down the toilet — 
never, never, never fall into that 
naive error of believing that the 
child is wicked, or being raised 
badly, and that yours will never 
have cause to react that way. It 
is for good reason that guns are 
the backbone of children’s toys, 


cial influence on the child. A vari- 
ety of attitudes are encountered. 

1. Deny the exlstance of the 
anger. He doesn't mean it, or he 
is too young to appreciate the 
effect, or he doesn’t realize what 
he is doing. Something is bother^ 
ing him. Find and eliminate the

thing. 

2. Reject the anger. Convince 
the child that such impulses are 
part of a bad, wicked, or disgust- 
ing person, not quite human. To 
the extent experienced the person 
is either a devil or an animal.

We have surrounded early infancy 
with such glamour, tenderness, and 
devotion to our “heaven sent bundle 
of joy,” that we are oblivious of the 
true meaning of those tear drenched 
violent storms that precede the 
ability to speak. We prefer to be- 
lieve that the child is hur^ry, or 
tired, or uncomfortable, or is not 
getting enough attention, or is get- 
ting too much attention, etc. We 
have so much trouble tolerating 
the idea that the child has de- 
veloped a disagreeable, .ornery state. 

Actually, even babies can be as 
mean and cruel as they can be 
sweet and tender. While the emo- 
tional atmosphere to which a child 
is exposed is terribly important, 
it is a serious mistake to interpret 
all their negative, disagreeable feel- 
ings to parental mishandling or 
bad example. 

What the parent does about it is 
important. This excersises a cru-

3. Blame yourself. You have been 
a poor parent for this to have hap- 

I pened. Find out what you have 
done to deserve this and eliminate 
the “cause.” 

4. Fight fire with fire. Get really 
angry yourself. Make it physically 
and emotionally painful when the 
child fs mean or disagreeable to 
you. 

5. Accept the anger as part and 
parcel of the business of caring for 
the child along with the diapers, 
the work, and the self denial that 
make life with a child so different 
from childlessness. But it is one 
of the innumerable infantile and 
immature reactions which need to 
be outgi’own and surren^red as 
the child is raised. Control and 
regulate the child, physically if 
necessary, so that angry impluses 
do no harm. 

Smother the child d ii r i n g 
this process with ample evidence 
of your affection and interest in 
him as a total person but dis- 
approval of this particular babyi.sh 
way of reacting.

BOOK REVIEW 


ANIIOCHUS’ PERSEtUTIONS 
REVIEWED BY H. ISRAELI 


By PROF. A. CHERIKOVER 
This is the first issue of 
'‘Eshkolot," a Hebrew periodical de 
voted to the continual influence of 
Greek and Roman culture in the 
spiritual history of the Jewish 
people. Tt is piiblLshed by Magnes 
press, affiliated to the Hebrew Uni- 
versity, and its editors are faculty 
"Yicmbei'jN M.-Schwabe, Professor of 
Greek, and Joshua Gutman, Pro- 
fessor of Jewish philosophy. Un- 
fortunately, there is no indication 
as to the frequency of its appear- 
ance. “Eshkolot” is not a stuffy, 
footnoted publication; attractive in 
format, very readable, it is simul- 
taneouslj’’ directed at the specialist 
and the lajTnan. 

Greek Traditions of Tolerance 
Professor A. Cherikover’s analy- 
sis of “Antiochus’ Persecutions and 
the Problems Involved” is perhaps 
the most significant and original 
contribution to a volume distin- 
guished for its excellence. Histo- 
rians have been puzzled by the vio- 
lence of Antiochus’ anti-Jewish per- 
secutions, a lamentable digression 
from Greek traditions of tolerance. 

Cherikover believes that Anti- 
ochus’ policy is traceable to a pre- 
mature uprising by the “Chassidim” 
in 169 B.C.E. preceding; Apiphanes’ 
war on the Jews!

It is not important who discov- 
ered America, but rather what 
America discovered. The answer is 
quite simple. America discovered 
man. 

A New Faith 

Before this time each man be- 
longed to someone else. The vast 
majority of human beings were 
slaves and vassals. With the Dec- 
laration of Independence, the Bill 
of Rights, our Constitution, and our 
political thought in general, our 
country has given the world a new j 
faith in the rights of man and 
in a sacredness of human person- 
ality. 

While this is true of everyone 
of us living in America, our par- 
ticular interest is in its application 
to the Jewish people. And rather 
than take this occasion to note the 
achievements of American Jewry, 
manifold though they be, and 
rather than list the tribulations of 
our people in America, let us rather 
understand what is the promise of 
America that made this land a 
home to our people. 

Among the many principles of 
democracy which comprise the 
promise of America are the follow- 
ing: That due to the separate func- 
tions of the church and state, au- 
thority in these spheres should be 
separate. The state was to be or- 
ganized to settle disputes, to pre- 
serve order, and to protect life and 
property. The church on the other 
hand was organized to worship Gk)d 
and to seek the salvation of souls. 
Thus, there would be opportunity 
for freedom of expression in re- 
ligion. In stressing this point itwa.s 
indicated that a national church 
was not instituted by Jesus Christ 
and that there cannot be a true 
religion which needs weapons to up- 
hold it. 

Accepts Human Diversity 

The crucial factor in American 
democracy is the protection of 
minority and individual rights. The 
thought of James Madison on this 
theme has become the basis of our 
political system. To begin with, 
Madison proposed to openly rec- 
ognize and accept the existence of 
human diversity, whether in opin- 
ion or in property. Secondly, gov- 
ernments should be constructed to 
protect such diversity. 

Another of the outstanding prob- 
lems that Madison saw was that 
in the past whenever there had 
been a majority it had trampled on 
the rights of the minority and 
thereby produced despotism. But 
the answer, Madison argued, lay 
not in depriving people at large of 
any voice in government, but rather 
in increasing group interest and 
participation. 

Therefore this is what America 
discovered: The protection of the 
minority and cognizance of the 
worth of each individual. 

Only as we rediscover America in 
our own time will the promise of 
America remain pure and forceful 
preventing the disasters of historv 
which wou/d destioy thia p,omis€.

ties at Shaare Emeth Temple. Orig- 
inally, he was supposed* to be in 
charge of the religious School and 
young people. 

The young rabbi, the 'ycamgest 
one in St. Louis, has a B.A. from 
the University of Cincinnati and 
B.H.L. and M.H.L. from the He- 
brew Union College.* He also studied 
at Wooster College, Ohio; at the 
University of Chicago and at Xavier 
University in Cincinnati. While 
studying^ for the rabbinate he 
served as Hillel director at Miami 
University, Oxford, Ohio, for two 
years. He also served the congre- 
gations at Zanesville, Ohio; Petos- 
ky, Michigan; and at Greenwood, 
Miss. 

American Jewish history is the 
focus of Rabbi Rosenbloom’s par- 
ticular interest. His thesis, “Bi- 
ographic Dictionary on 38th Cent- 
tury American Jewry” will prob- 
ably be published by the American 
Jewish Archives in Cincinnati. His- 
tory, feels Rabbi Rosenbloom, par- 
ticularly the understanding of his- 
tory, can be most helpful to an 
enlightened humanity. 

“In order to know yourself, to 
know your origin, to be happy with 
yourself you must know what you 
are, that means your background 
and your ancestors,*' stressed the 
Rabbi. His relaxed, even-toned an- 
swers began to display some rab- 
binical fervor when he further ex- 
plained the basis for his conviction. 

“How did our ancestors find hap- 
piness? How did they adjust to 
their surroundings and how did 
they find life enjoyable? The an- 
swers can be found in understand- 
ing, but understanding comes from 
a knowledge of history, and to 
know and understand history means 
to know yourself.’* 

“The principle to love they neigh- 
bor as theyseif means very little — 
if you hate yourself. Self-hate, one 
of the gi-eat evils among Jewish 
people, can best be countered by 
the study of history, the study of 
origin. First we have to love our- 
selves, than we will love our neigh- 
bors.” The words echoed a deep, 
sincere conviction. He relaxed into 
a smile when asked whether he had
